its 
\ nlue. 
T itk to the la ml in question is now 
held by W. A. Gilchrist and is said 
to be owned in part by minor heirs, 
and there seems to 
he 
disagreem ent 
am ong the owners as to w hether the 
land is to be developed or sold. R. W, 
Owens 
of Jackson, Mo„ and one of 
the Chicago heirs, are named as plain- 
tifi's and W. A. Gilchrist is named as 
defendant. 
The land in question was the sub­ 
ject of a suit from this county some 
years ago 
under the section 
which 
1 rohibits a corporation from 
holding 
land in this state more than five years 
undeveloped, and a fine of $5,000 was 
assessed against the owners. 
It was 
fought through to the state suprem e 
court, which affirmed the decision of 
the lower court. 
Soon afte r the title 
was transferred to W. A. Gilchrist. 
The development of this tra c t is of 
the g reatest im portance to 
this city 
and county. 
A form er atte m p t

was fru strated by the annual

W A R N S ABOUT COLI), 
COUGHS AND S N E E Z E S 
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RE SE T W ITH DI F F ICI LT I ES 


Columbia, Mo., Feb. 7.— Now is a 
particularly good tim e to watch youî 
health, according to Dr. M. P. Raven- 
el, president of the Am erican I ublic 
Health Association and professor in 
the School of Medicine of the U ni­ 
versity of Missouri. 
This is the time of year when ail­ 
ments of the upper respiratory trac t 
are much in evidence. 
It is also the 
time when more serious respiratory 
diseases, like pneum onia and pleurisy, 
are prevalent. The changeable weath- 
ir of the present winter, 
with 
its 
warm, dam p «lays followed 
by cold 
winds, is particularly trying. 


It must 
be rem embered, however, 
that the w eather 
is not 
the 
final 
cause of coughs, colds or 
pneumonia, 
but th a t all of them come from in­ 
fection with germs, some of which are 
well known. 
The w eather, with its 
sudden changes from w arm to cold, 
does, however, lower our vitality and 
make us predisposed to infection. 


It is particularly hard to dress pro­ 
perly in changeable weather. 
If one 
dresses too warm ly, one becomes ev­ 
er-heated, and chilling results with 
the evaporation of the perspiration. 
It is b etter always to have one’s un­ 
derw ear and suits of m oderate thick­ 
ness only, so th at the changes can 
then be readily met and com pensated 
for by overcoats and wraps. 
One 
should 
particularly 
at such 
tim es avoid crowds. 
These affections 
of the resp irato ry tra c t are spread 
by minute particles of sputum which 
are throw n out particularly during 
coughing and sneezing. 
If one has 
never observed this, let him sneeze 
against a looking glass, and the drops 
of sputum will be plainly d em o n strat­ 
ed. 
The nose and mouth should al­ 
ways be covered when sneezing and 
coughing. 
A person who coughs and 
sneezes w ithout this precaution is 
menace to the com m unity and should 


be avoided. 
O ver-eating 
predisposes 
to 
these 
affections. 
The diet should be nour­ 
ishing 
but 
easily 
digested. 
One 
should not forget to drink w ater in 
w inter time. 
We do not lose so much 
w ater by the skin as in sum m er, and 
consequently do not 
feel 
th irst 
so 
keenly; hence we are very apt 
neglect the drinking of w ater.

Attorney-General Barrett’s opinion 
with regard to the road-bond amend­ 
ment clears the way for the prompt 
adoption of a good-roads 
program 
without levying a direct annual tax 
for the payment of interest on the 
bonds. 
The solution of the problem lies in 
the hands of the Legislature.

though the amendment directs that 
“the interest shall be paid out of a 
fund to be provided by the levy and 
collection of a direct annual tax,” the 
fourth sentence of the amendment 
provides that in determining the rate 
of taxation necessary to raise

principal and interest”, the Auditor 
shall consider “available funds.” The 
Attorney-General says: 
The automobile license fees col­

The first shipment of six ears of 
the lower grade sunflower seed from 
the warehouses of the Southeast Mis­ 
souri Sunflower Growers Association 
is going to the Trenton mill of 
the 
American Cotton Oil Company 
this 
week. 
This lot of seed has been sold f. 
o. b. loading station at a price ap­ 
proximately the same as is being of­ 
fered by local buyers, and in addi­ 
tion, the Sunflower Growers Associa­ 
tion will retain 
ownership 
of the 
meal 
which, from chemical analysis 
that has just been made show's 
a 
feeding value practically tin1 same as 
that of cotton seed meal. 
The <>i] company will crush this 
seed and express the oil, and ba*ed 
on laboratory test which 
ha- 
just 
been complete it is believed an en­ 
tirely new and almost unlimited m ar­ 
ket will he created for 
the 
low’er 
grade seed which heretofore has only 
been used in mixed and scratch feeds 
in very limited quantities. 
If 
this 
trial test proves as successful as is 
expected it is quite likely that addi­ 
tional quanties of seed will he used 
by the oil mills at a more satisfactory 
price, the Sunflower Association also 
being interested in promoting the ex­ 
periment because of the effect it may 
have on the industry in the future.
